Vindicated, Gingrich Looks to Fla. 


A come-from-behind 
win gives candidate 
an unexpected boost 


Columbia, S.C. 

To say Newt Gingrich capped an 
extraordinary comeback with a South 
Carolina victory doesn’t quite capture 
what happened. 

It was more like vindication. 

The former House speaker came 
from behind to overtake Mitt Rom- 
ney on Saturday in a state that for 
decades has chosen the eventual 
Republican nominee. 

“The American people feel that 
they have elites who have been trying 
to force us to stop being Americans,” 
Gingrich told cheering supporters in 
Columbia after he was declared the 
victor. “It’s not that I am a good debat- 
er. It’s that I articulate the deepest-felt 
values of the American people.” 

Florida votes next, on Jan. 31, in 
a 50 -delegate contest in one of the 
most expensive campaign states in 
the country and one that Romney 
can ill afford to lose. 

On Sunday, Gingrich said in a 
round of television interviews that 
his win, both unexpected and unex- 
pectedly large, showed he was the 
Republican best able to go toe to toe 
with President Obama in the fall. “I 
think virtually everybody who looks 
at the campaign knows I represent

Romney Knocked Down a Peg 

Mitt Romney’s personal wealth was thrust into the 
spotlight as he stumbled over whether — and then 
eventually when — he would release his tax returns. 
Newt Gingrich pounced, suggesting Romney may have 
something to hide that could pose a liability against 
President Obama. Romney also took a hit when the 
Iowa GOP declared that Rick Santorum, not Romney 
had won the leadoff caucuses. On Sunday, Romney said 
he would release his income tax returns Tuesday, (ap) 


The Comeback Kid 

It was Newt Gingrich's perfor- 
mance in two debates last week that 
may have helped him seal the deal with 
undecided Republicans who were ques- 
tioning his viability as a candidate. He 
turned his vulnerabilities— a comment 
some interpreted as racist and an alle- 
gation by an ex-wife that he had wanted 
an “open marriage"— into moments of 
strength by answering questions about 
those issues with nothing short of a 
character assassination on the national 
media. In both instances, he clearly tick- 
led his conservative audience — many 
of whom are skeptical of a media indus- 
try they view as left-leaning, (ap) 


the largest amount of change of any 
candidate, and I think that’s why they 
see me as representing their interest 
and their concerns,” he said. 

And now it’s Florida’s turn. Rom- 
ney and Gingrich have just 10 days 
to navigate a state unlike any they’ve 
competed in so far. Florida is six 
times larger than New Hampshire, 
has almost five times more Hispanics 
than Iowa, and, with numerous media 
markets, is much more expensive for 
candidates than South Carolina. 

“It’s been fascinating spectator 
sport so far,” said Tampa resident 
Beth Schiller, 48, on Sunday. “But it’s 
coming here now. They’re all coming.”

Health Overhaul Is Slow Going 


Many uninsured live 
in states that haven’t 
figured out the law 

Washington 

Here’s a reality check for President 
Obama’s health overhaul: Three 
out of four uninsured Americans 
live in states that have yet to figure 
out how to deliver on its promise 
of affordable medical care. 

This is the year that will make 
or break the health care law. States 
were supposed to be partners in 
carrying out the biggest safety net 
expansion since Medicare and Med- 
icaid, and the White House claims 


they’re making steady progress. 

But an analysis by The Asso- 
ciated Press shows that states are 
moving in fits and starts. Com- 
bined with new insurance cover- 
age estimates from the nonparti- 
san Urban Institute, it reveals a 
patchwork nation. 

Such uneven progress could 
have real consequences. 

If it continues, it will mean dis- 
parities and delays from state to 
state in carrying out an immense 
expansion of health insurance 
scheduled in the law for 2014. That 
could happen even if the Supreme 
Court upholds Obama’s law, called 
the Patient Protection and Afford- 
able Care Act. 


Uninsured ^ 

The Most to Gain 

Among the states that are behind 
on adopting a health overhaul 
plan are four with the most to 
gain. Texas, Florida, Georgia and 
Ohio would add more than 7 mil- 
lion to the insurance rolls, accord- 
ing to Urban Institute estimates, 
reducing the annual burden of 
charity care by $10.7 billion. “It’s 
not that we want something for 
free, but we want something we 
can afford," said Vicki McCuistion 
of Driftwood, Texas, who works 
two jobs and is uninsured, (ap) 


“There will be something there, 
but if it doesn’t mesh with the 
state’s culture and if the state is 
not really supporting it, that cer- 
tainly won’t help it succeed,” said 
Urban Institute senior researcher 
Matthew Buettgens. 

The 13 states that have adopt- 
ed a plan are home to only 1 in 4 
of the uninsured. An additional 17 
states are making headway, but it’s 
not clear all will succeed. The 20 
states lagging behind account for 
the biggest share of the uninsured, 
42 percent. Time is running out for 
states, which must have their plans 
ready for a federal approval dead-

Reviled Saleh Departs Yemen 


Leader cedes control 
as he goes to U.S. for 
medical treatment 


Sanaa, Yemen 

Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh left his battered nation Sun- 
day on his way to the U.S. for med- 
ical treatment after passing power 
to his deputy and asking for for- 
giveness for any “shortcomings” 
during his 33-year rein. 

But in a sign that Saleh’s role as 
Yemen’s top power broker is like- 
ly far from over, he said he would 
return to Yemen before the official 
power transfer next month. 

Saleh’s departure marks a small 
achievement in the months of dip- 
lomatic efforts by the U.S. and 
Yemen’s Gulf neighbors to ease the 
nearly year-old crisis in the Arab 
world’s poorest country. 

After months of diplomatic pres- 
sure and mass protests calling for 
his ouster, Saleh signed a deal in 
November to transfer authority in 
exchange for immunity from pros- 
ecution. Still, he continued to exer-

A presidential spokesman said 
Saleh left Sunday for the Gulf sul- 
tanate of Oman. A senior official 
said Saleh would travel to New 
York this week and probably stay 
in the U.S. until no later than the 
end of February. 

The Obama administration 
faced a dilemma in deciding wheth- 
er to let Saleh enter the U.S. after 
he requested a visa last month. It 
has long seen getting Saleh out of 
Yemen as an critical step in ensur- 
ing the power transfer. 

Saleh is likely seeking treatment 
for injuries sustained in a June 3 
attack. Saleh traveled to Saudi Ara- 
bia for treatment, and a few months 
later, he made a surprise return to 
Yemen and resumed his post. 

Vice President Abed Rabbo 
Mansour Hadi is to be rubber- 
stamped as the country’s new 
leader in presidential elections 
Feb. 21. The political parties that 
signed the deal agreed not to 
nominate any other candidates.

Auspicious Year Inspires 
A Baby Boom in Asia 


Taipei, Taiwan 

Taiwan has one of the lowest birth 
rates in the world, but you wouldn’t 
know that from visiting the obstet- 
rics department at Taiwan Adven- 
tist Hospital, abuzz last week with 
dozens of women lined up for ultra- 
sounds and other appointments. 

It’s not just a baby boom. It’s a 
dragon baby boom. “We haven’t had 
a scene like this in years,” said hos- 
pital official Hung Tzu-chu. 

The Year of the Dragon begins 
Monday, and the Chinese believe 
that babies born in this iteration of 
the 12-year Zodiac cycle are gifted 
with prodigious quantities of luck 
and strength. 

A second child had not been in 
the plans for Austin Tseng, 32, but 
she said at the hospital in Taipei 
that she is eager to give birth. 

“I had thought one child was 
enough, but then comes the Year of 
the Dragon, and I’m happy to have 
another one,” Tseng said. 

Officials expect a baby boom in 
China and Taiwan, as well as other 


Backstory 

The Year of the Dragon comes as 
a godsend for Taiwanese officials, 
who for the past decade have been 
trying to increase the island’s low 
fertility rate: less than one child for 
every Taiwanese woman of child- 
bearing age in 2010. In the 1950s, 
when Taiwan was a primarily agri- 
cultural society, women gave birth 
to an average of seven children, (ap)

Most have extremely low birth 
rates, reflecting a preference among 
young couples in these societies to 
choose quality of life and career 
advancement over child rearing. 

But this Year of the Dragon 
looks to break the mold.

Backstory 

Reports that Joe Paterno died first 
surfaced on Saturday night, based on 
of a false tweet issued from a student- 
run news organization that covers Penn 
State. Devon Edwards, the managing 
editor of Onward Site, resigned hours 
after the tweet, but not before other me- 
dia-including CBSSports.com, People, 
com and the Huffington Post— reported 
Paterno’s death, too. Edwards has been 
allowed to stay on as a staff member of

Obituary 

Joe Paterno, the former Penn State 
football coach who was among the 
most admired figures in the annals 
of collegiate sports but whose 
reputation was shattered in the 
wake of a child abuse scandal 
involving one of his longtime 
assistants, died Sunday morning 
of complications from lung cancer. 
He was 85. 

The death was announced by his 
family. “It is with great sadness that 
we announce that Joe Paterno passed 
away earlier today,” the family said in 
a statement. “His loss leaves a void in 
our lives that will never be filled.”

Affectionately known as “JoePa," Paterno began his 
46-season tenure as Penn State’s head coach in 1966 after having served as 
assistant coach for 16 years. His teams won a record 409 games over that span 
with five undefeated and untied seasons, and two national championships. He 
was the all-time winningest coach in major college football history, (t wp) 


Paterno’s ascent, followed by his 
sudden firing at age 84, formed one of 
the most tragic narratives in modern 
athletic history. 

Jerry Sandusky, Paterno’s longtime 
defensive coordinator and trusted 
lieutenant until he retired in 1999, was 
charged with assaulting eight boys 
over the course of 15 years, some of 
them while he was an assistant coach. 
Following the release of that report, 
other alleged victims also began to 
come forward. Sandusky had made 
contact with the boys through the 
Second Mile, a charity he founded to 
help troubled youngsters. 

During the Sandusky investigation, 
Paterno testified to the grand jury that 
Mike McQueary, a graduate assistant 
coach, said he had witnessed an assault 
by Sandusky on a youngster in the Penn 
State locker room. 

Paterno said he passed the 
information on to his supervisors 
but did not notify law enforcement 
authorities about the incident. Paterno 
was never charged with a crime but 
was fired Nov. 9, 2011, by the school’s 
board of trustees. Athletic Director Tim 
Curley and school President Graham 
Spanier were also dismissed. A week 
after the firing, Paterno’s family

announced that he was being treated 
for lung cancer. 

“I didn’t know exactiy how to handle 
it, and I was afraid to do something that 
might jeopardize what the university 
procedure was,” Paterno told The 
Washington Post’s Sally Jenkins this 
month when discussing the Sandusky 
scandal. “So I backed away and turned 
it over to some other people, people 
I thought would have a little more 
expertise than I did. It didn’t work 
out that way.”

Paterno called Penn State football 
his “grand experiment,” an attempt 
to marry athletics and academics to 
achieve another of his mantras: “suc- 
cess with honor.” He was particular- 
ly proud that his players went to class 
and earned their diplomas, and that 
the football program was never impli- 
cated in seamy recruiting or academic 
scandals that plagued so many of the 
nation’s major athletic powers. 

He was an old-school coach who 
would not allow his players to have 
their names sewed on the backs of 
their uniform jerseys and enforced a 
strict coat-and-tie dress code when his 
teams went on the road. He roamed 
the sideline usually wearing rolled- 
up khaki pants, a white shirt and tie, 
white socks and athletic shoes. 

He preached the basics on the 
field and was a stickler for the game’s 
fundamentals. His strategy, although 
simple, was efficient. In his 46 years 
of coaching, he had only five losing 
seasons. “If you’re not a man when 
you get there, you’ll be a man before 
you leave,” former Redskin LaVar 
Arrington, the second pick in the 2000 
NFL draft, was quoted as saying in the 
2011 Penn State football media guide.

VRE Awards Contract 


Board recommends 
$20M for Japanese 
company to build cars 

Transportation 

A large, Tokyo-based multination- 
al company should receive a more- 
than $20 million contract for new 
Virginia Railway Express passen- 
ger cars, the railway’s Operations 
Board recommended Friday. 

The board also asked rail sys- 
tem officials to re-examine options 
for how it can provide Wi-Fi ser- 
vice to its riders. 

The passenger car contract 
was awarded to Sumitomo Cor- 
poration of America, a New York- 
based subsidiary of the Japanese 
corporation, for an amount not to 
exceed $23.1 million. The compa- 
ny will build eight new rail cars as 
part of an effort to replace aging 
“legacy” cars, more than 40 years 
old, in the VRE fleet. 

The VRE has already approved 
a plan to replace 20 of its aging 
cars at a price of $36 million over 
the next four fiscal years, with the 


bulk of the funds coming from 
the state and federal funds, and 
$2.5 million coming from VRE. 

The contract to Sumitomo is 
$2 million more than VRE officials’ 
asking price. But, according to agen- 
cy documents, VRE officials had lit- 
tle choice — the company was the 
sole bidder on the contract. 


Wi-Fi Update 

VRE CEO Dale Zehner said Fri- 
day he’s not convinced VRE 
trains need WiFi. “Is it really 
necessary?” he asked. He said 
Wi-Fi comes with a high price 
tag, and more high-end devices 
— phones and tablets — connect 
by cell signal, (twp) 


CEO Dale Zehner asked board 
members to approve a recommen- 
dation that would deplete the agen- 
cy’s capital reserve fund of $1.5 mil- 
lion to pay the higher price. 

Zehner said VRE officials hoped 
to find a company that could han- 
dle the entire process within the 
U.S., but there were no takers on 
what is considered a relatively small 
order. The weakness of the Amer- 


ican dollar compared to the Japa- 
nese yen forced the price tag up, 
among other factors, he said. 

While the new cars would be 
manufactured in the U.S., much of 
the engineering work would take 
place in Japan, he said. 

He also said that pouring money 
into the aging fleet wasn’t a good 
idea and that there is a demand for 
the new cars. 

“You feel like you’re back in the 
’50s or ’60s,” Zehner said of the 
aging rail cars. 

The cost overrun is problemat- 
ic because of VRE’s looming “800- 
pound gorilla” in meeting ever- 
increasing demand as costs go up, 
said board member Paul Milde, a 
Stafford County supervisor. 

“Our bigger problem here is 
accommodating increased rider- 
ship ... and adding capacity to the 
new system,” Milde said. 

The railway’s average ridership 
in December was up 10 percent over 
December 2010, to 18,379, new sta- 
tistics show. December was also a 
good month for the train service, 
with 96 percent of trains on time.

Costco Dives Deeper Into Region 


Company plans 3 
stores, including an 
Alexandria location 

Alexandria 

Discount retailer Costco Wholesale 
is making greater inroads into the 
Washington area with plans for 
a new store on a 12-acre tract in 
Alexandria, one of three locations 
in the works in the region. 

Costco stands to gain grocery 
market share, albeit marginal, at 
a time when traditional players, 
like Food Lion and Superfresh, 
struggle to compete in a chang- 
ing industry. 


Drugstores and big-box chains 
are muscling in on supermarkets 
with a wider selection of grocer- 
ies. Value-oriented merchants, 
such as Costco, still hold a profit- 
able stake in the industry and are 
finding room for growth. 

Compared to Wal-Mart, which 
is opening more than a dozen 
stores in the Washington area, 
Costco’s local expansion might 
seem minor. But given the sheer 
size of a Costco, at an average 
148,000 square feet, the growth 
is significant. 

Costco, for instance, struck 
a deal in December to open its 
first location in the District at 
the Shops at Dakota Crossing,

company is adding three stores to its 
portfolio in the region, (twp) 


a 42-acre retail destination in 
Northeast. The store is sched- 
uled to open in August, followed 
by a Target, Shoppers Food Ware- 
house and Marshalls. 

At the Westfield Wheaton mall 
in Montgomery County, Costco is 
slated to open a location in the lat- 
ter half of this year. Meanwhile, 
the Alexandria store has a target 
opening of spring 2013. 


The new additions will bring 
Costco’s total portfolio of stores 
in greater Washington to 19, up 
from 16. 

According to David Ward, presi- 
dent of brokerage firm H&R Retail, 
which represents Costco locally, 
the retailer is scouring the market 
for additional sites. He declined to 
disclose locations. 

The average annual house- 
hold income for Costco shoppers is

Report; Council

The D.C. inspector general has 
cleared the D.C. Council of ille- 
gal conduct when members voted 
to legalize online gambling and 
selected a new lottery vendor.

Stores’ liquidation 
sales don’t always 
mean good deals

For retailers, the holiday shopping 
frenzy is often followed by a bleak 
January, sometimes marked with 
store closings or bankruptcy filings. 
With Penn Camera, Pottery Barn, 
Macy’s and Bloomingdale’s recent- 
ly announcing area store closures, 
shoppers might be tempted to run 
out and pick up supposed bargains 
from the advertised “Everything 
must go!” sales. But experts are 
leery of the gift horse. 

“It’s hard to find great deals at 
liquidation sales,” said Tod Marks, a 
senior editor of Consumer Reports. 


“Our research often shows that 
third-party liquidators mark up 
the prices of merchandise. ... Just 
because a store is going out of busi- 
ness doesn’t mean you’re get- 
ting a bargain.” 

We asked experts 
for tips on how to shop 
store closings. 

Spot Gimmicks 

Some stores have been 
liquidating for years, and 
they’ve never shut their doors. 
“There are retailers that perpetu- 
ally fool shoppers,” Marks added. 
“They have ‘store closing’ signs 
up all the time. You’re not going 
to find a bargain there.” To find 
out whether a store is truly going 
out of business, call the company 
headquarters. For local business- 


es, call your courthouse or the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau. 

But Is It a Deal? 

Shop around before you go to a liq- 
uidation sale. Knowing the brands 
you trust and the manufacturer’s 
suggested prices will help you get 
a good deal. 

Get‘Appy’ 

Consumer Reports recom- 
mends using your smart- 
phone to find prices. 
Free apps for iPhone 
and Android scan bar 
codes and help you 
compare costs. Amazon 
Price Check and Google 
Shopper are among the most 
popular. 

Is There a Warranty? 

You may not be able to return a 
product to the retailer, but the 
manufacturer’s warranty should 
apply even if a store closes. Before 
making a purchase, call the man- 
ufacturer and check the status of 
the warranty. 

Use Those Gift Cards 

You should use your gift cards 
immediately. Once the merchandise 
is gone, the cards are worthless. It’s 
in your best interest to use them 
early in the sale, katherine boyle

Go Early, Late and Often 

The best stuff always sells first, but you won’t get 
the best price early. Some liquidation sales can last 
months, so it’s in your best interest to go many times 
throughout the sale.

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Tom Brady waited out the final 
tense minutes on the sideline and 
somehow his fourth-quarter leap 
into the end zone held up, sending 
the New England Patriots back to 
the Super Bowl. 

With New England leading by 
3 points with 11 seconds left, Billy 
Cundiff missed a 32-yard field goal 
attempt and the Patriots escaped 


with a 23-20 win Sunday in the 
AFC championship game. 

On his 1-yard scoring dive with 
11:29 left, Brady took a huge hit 
from Ravens star linebacker Ray 
Lewis, then emphatically spiked 
the ball as he walked away. Earli- 
er, Brady showed his fire by bark- 
ing at Lewis after a hard tackle on 
a 4-yard run. 

Next up as the Patriots chase 
their fourth Super Bowl trophy in 
Brady and coach Bill Belichick’s 
tenure in New England is the win- 
ner of Sunday’s NFC champion- 
ship game between the Giants and 
49ers. The Super Bowl is Feb. 5 in 
Indianapolis. 

In their last trip to the big game, 
the Patriots had an 18-0 record 
when they were stunned by the 
Giants four years ago. They won the 


NFL championship for the 2001, 
2003 and 2004 seasons. This time, 
they head to the Super Bowl with 
a 10-game winning streak. 

Brady’s fifth trip to the Super 
Bowl will equal John Elway’s 
achievement with Denver. 

“We’re going to try to go out 
and kick some butt in a couple of 
weeks,” Brady said. 

Before Cundiff missed, the 
Ravens had a chance to go ahead 
two plays earlier, but wide receiver 
Lee Evans was stripped of the baU in 
the end zone by backup cornerback 
Sterling Moore, who earlier was vic- 
timized for a touchdown that gave 
Baltimore the lead 17-16. 

Then Cundiff misfired, and the 
Patriots stormed off their side- 
line in celebration as the chilled 
crowd roared. 


Rice Doesn’t Rise 

The maligned Patriots 
defense shut down Ray Rice, 
left, the league’s total yardage 
leader, who was limited 
to 78 yards Sunday. With 
Rice a nonfactor, Baltimore 
had to rely on quarterback 
Joe Flacco, and he delivered 
one of his best performances. 
Flacco, who has faced 
criticism in recent weeks, 
has led the Ravens into the 
playoffs in all four of his pro 
seasons, but not to the Super 
Bowl. He was 22 for 36 for 
306 yards and touchdowns 
of 6 yards to Dennis Pitta 
and 29 to rookie Torrey 
Smith. (AP) 


A three-time NFL champion, 
Brady didn’t throw for a touch- 
down for the first time in 36 
games, although he did pass for 
239 yards. 

“Well, I [stunk] pretty bad today, 
but our defense saved us,” Brady 
said. “I’m going to try to go out 
and do a better job in a couple of 
weeks, but I’m proud of this team, 
my teammates.”

The iPad modernizes

— and the page turner 

Technology 

The inevitable future of classical per- 
formance arrives in Washington on 
Monday when violinist Joshua Bell 
and pianist Sam Haywood enter the 
Kennedy Center Concert Hall. They’ll 
blend contemporary gadgetry with 
the repertoire. 

Not to worry — Bell isn’t going 


electric. He’ll step onstage with his 
prized 1713 Gibson ex Huberman 
Stradivarius in hand to play a pro- 
gram of Brahms and Ravel, among 
others. Haywood, however, will carry 
a new prop for the Steinway, his multi- 
touch page turner, better known as 
the iPad 2. 

Since early last year, Ha 3 nvood’s 
Apple-accessorized lifestyle has 
allowed him to replace paper scores 
with digital ones archived on his 
iPad, a shift made possible through 
a wide array of technology, includ- 
ing the abundance of downloadable 
scores and Bluetooth-controlled foot 


pedals for page-turning. 

Inadvertently, the human page 
turner — that fallible and sometimes 
reviled third party onstage — has 
been absent from most of Haywood’s 
recent performances, a consequence 
of the wireless age. The advantages 
are obvious: The iPad is portable, dis- 
creet and always well-rested. It won’t 
skip pages or inadvertently bump 
Haywood’s hands. It listens to the 
commands of the pianist’s left foot, 
eliminating the awkward paper-ruf- 
fling sideshow between page turner 
and performer. 

“I’ve had page turners who’ve

forgotten their glasses or fallen off 
the stage,” Haywood said. “The iPad 
removes so much of the risk.” 

“I’ve had page turners ... that hum 
along or hit keys and make funny 
noises,” Bell echoed. “It’s a really 
hard job, and it’s sort of nice to walk 
out onstage without one.” 

Ha 3 rwood admits wireless page- 
turning is not without glitches. Once 
he accidentally set his iPad on the 
ridge of the piano so that it rested 
on the power switch. A loud chord 
caused the piano to vibrate so fierce- 
ly that the screen immediately went 
dark. “I’ve been careful to make sure 
the iPad is placed right side up since 
then,” Haywood said. 

For all the technological advance- 
ments available to musicians. Bell and 
Haywood still dream of new tools 
that could grace their performances 
decades from now. “The gadget I’m 
waiting for is the display screen on 
glasses, or even better, contact lens- 
es,” Bell said. “Then I could read 
music and no one would know at all.”

On her last album “The Dreamer,” 
released just three months before 
her death, Etta James sings a mix 
of covers, such as the R&B classic 
“Misty Blue” and the Ray Charles 
song “In the Evening.” But perhaps 
the most curious tune included on 
the disc may be the Guns N’ Roses 
staple “Welcome to the Jungle.” 

That a 73-year-old icon of R&B 
would tackle the frenetic rock song 
— albeit in a pace more fitting her 
blues roots — might seem odd. But 
the song maybe the best represen- 
tation of James as both a singer and 
a person — rambunctious in spir- 
it, with the ability to sing what- 
ever was thrown at her, whether 
it was jazz, blues, pining R&B or 
a song from one of the rowdiest 
bands in rock. 

“I think that’s what appealed 
to people, aside from the fact that 


her personality on and off the stage 
was so huge and irrepressible,” said 
Bonnie Raitt, a close friend, on Fri- 
day afternoon after James’ death. 
“She was ribald and raunchy and 
dignified, classy and strong and 
vulnerable all at the same time, 
which is what us as women real- 
ly relate to.” 

James, whose signature song 


was the sweeping, jazz-tinged torch 
song “At Last,” died in Riverside, 
Calif, from complications of leu- 
kemia. Her death came after she 
struggled with dementia and other 
health problems, which kept her 
from performing for the last two 
or so years of her life. 

It was a life full of struggles. And 
one might think all of those prob-

lems would have weighted down 
James’ spirit, and her voice, layering 
it with sadness, or despair. But far 
from beaten down, James embod- 
ied the fight of a woman who man- 
aged to claw her way back from the 
brink, again and again. 

“In terms of 1950s rhythm and 
blues stars, she had kind of a gutsy 
attitude, and she went out there 
and did what she did, and she was 
kind of bold,” she said. “I think her 
gutsiness and her lack of fear and 
just her courage [made her special]. 
... I believe that made her impor- 
tant and memorable,” Raitt says.

The continu- 
al focus on gross-out gourmet is 
trite and adolescent. Zimmern is 
far more interesting than “Bizarre.”
